The Naval Board of Design Busy at Work 


—The New Vessel. 

W-sHINGTON, May 14.—At a meeting of the 
authorities on the navy department today the 
subject of names for the proposed new naval 
yossels was discussed at some length, but no 
conclusion Was reached, except that the names 
Minneapolis, Detroit and Cleveland will not 
be selected, The naval board of design bas 
comp cted plans for a 2,000 ton gunboat, which 
willsoon be published and is now hard at 
work upon the detail of the tonstruction of 


the ‘Thomas ship. This vessel will 
mark a departure in tho practice of naval de- 
signing, as her general plan was originated 


outside the navy department by Representative 
Thomas, a member of tie naval-committee of 
the lost house of represcntatives.

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| FIGHTING THE ROBBERS. 
Further Particnlars of the Robbery of Pay- 
master, Wham. | 
Tucson, Ariz., May 14.—A Fort Thomas 
special gives the particulars of the recent figitt 
between robbers and United States paymaster 
Wham’s party near Cedar Springs, in which 
the robbers succeeded in carrying away 820,000, 
The road where the attack was made winds 
down a long hill, near the top of which it runs 
between a high walkon the east and a low 
ledge of rock on the west. A large rock was 
discovered in the road ang the party stopped 
to remove it. Volley of shots was thereupon 
fired from brow of hill, which rose to height of 
fitiy feet, Nene of the robbers could be seen 
from below. The paymaster’s party, which 
consisted of Major J. M. Wham, Clerk W. K. 
Gibbon, two non-commissioned officers, nine 
privates and two drivers, immediately’ re- 
turned the fire, which became general. The 
robbers had placed men turtherup the hill to 
the right of the party and also sent men along 
the hillto get in a cross fire from the left. 
It is known that at least one man in each of 
the flanking parties was ‘cither killed or 
wounded. The paymaster’s party 
. MADE A BREAK FOR A RAVINE 
below the ledge, which for three hundred 
yards is without shelter, and five were wound- 
ed in crossing it. Others of the party retreat- 
ed around the point of the hill. Paymaster 
Wham, from behind the ledge, thinking the 
cross fire had been silenced, made a heroic 
effort io rally his men, but they were com- 
pelled to seek other shelter, being exposed to a 
terribie fire. The paymaster, his clerk and 
the corporal were the only men who reached 


sheiter unwounded, While part of the 
robbers .kept up the fire from the hill, 
it was a very easy matter for others to 


go Gown and secure the booty, which was in a 
strong iron—bound box on the boot of the am- 
bulance. It was opened with an ax and S29,- 
000 carried away, together with a valise which 
they soon cutopen and abandoned. One rob- 
ber was seen to be taken away on a pack mule 
and tracks of blood showed them to haye suf- 
fered badly. At no time was all the band 
seen. Sixof the wounded in the payimaster’s 

arty were conveyed in an ambulance to the 

ospital here anda surgeon and wagons were 
sent for the others. 

: THE WOUNDED. 

Eight men outof eleven were wounded. 
One of the wounded soldiers has died and 
three others are in acritical condition. The 
soldiers and Indians are out searching for the 
robbers, and troops in New Mexico are hasten- 
ing to intercept themif they should enter 
that territory. It is believed, however, tiat 
they will make an efideavor to escape into 
Sonora, Mexico. Governor Wolfley has offered 
a reward of $500 each for the arrest and con- 
viction of the robbers. 


BURIED IN THE DEBRIS. 


A Storm Blows ga~aLarge Buildipg Down fn 
Wyoming. 

Tacoma, W. T., May 14.—Shortly before 
o’clock last night, between fifteen and twenty 
men were at work in a new building being 
erected for a hotel by Walter Bates, who was 
acting ashis own foreman. Suddenly a tre- 
mendous storm came up from the southwest, 
which struck the building with full force. The 
structure tottered fora moment and then col- 
lapsed, burving the workmen in the ruins. 
Hundreds of citizens and laborers were soon 
at work endeavoring to rescuc the imprisoned 
men. Ina few minutes the body of Walter 
Bates was taken out. This- was followed by 
two injured workmen, and then by a workman 
named McConnell, who was dead, 

W. HH. Snell, who one week ago was vievtuu 
city attorney and who was a son-in-law of 
Bates, was soon after taken out seriously 
injured. Then at intervals of fifteen or twenty 
minutes three other dead bodies were re- 
covered, but these have not yet been identi- 
fied. The work of removing the debris is still 
going on and stifled moans are heard under- 
neath. = 

Besides the workmen who were injured, 
Rev. W. A. Mackey, pastor of the Presbyte- 
rian church, who stopped to seek shelter from 
the rain, was seriously injured. The building 
was afraine structure three stories high, on 
Tacoma avenue; four stories on the alley 
below. The storm had free scope and coming 
across from the upper sound had nothing to 
intercept its progress until it struck this build- 
ing at the top of the hill. !

The tire truck was called 
imamediately, and a squad of police, headed 
by Chief Murphy, was in the theater in 
an ineredible short time after the dis- 
covery of the blaze. When the firemen entered 
the building a few persons showned a disposi- 
tion to rush out, but the fireman dealt one 
man a biow with his fist. This had the effect 
of stopping the rush, which might have re- 
sulted in a panic. The police did good service 
in allaying the fears of nervous men and 
women. The audience watched intently the 
firemen as they!battled with and subdued the 
flames. The orchestra played with commenda- 
ble vigor, Which imparted confidence during 
the excitement. When the fire had been 
subdued, Larry Lacy, the leading actor, ad- 
dressed the audience, complimenting them on 
the pluck displayed. The manager of the the- 
ater states that the blaze “must have been 
started by some mischievous person in the 
gallery who, noticiug the escape of gas from 
the loosened cap of the pipe where a chandelier 
had been formerly suspended, lit the gas 
through pure devijtry.

REPORTS READ AND ADOPTED. - 


Resolutions on Sabbath Day Observance and 
Prohibition ef the Liquor Traftic—Next 
Meeting at Fort Worth, Texas. 


Mropris, Tenn., May 14.~There was only 
one session today of the Southern Baptist con- 
vention, which concluded its labors and ad- 
journed this afternoon. 

President Jonathan Haralson, presided, and 
&n earnest prayer was delivered by Rev. J. B. 
hearcy, of Arkansas. The convention was 
addressed by Dr. Hatcher, of Georgia, and Dr. 
Farish, of Mississippi, on the growth of the 
Baptist church in America. 

The committeé on the time and place of 
holding the next convention reported the fol- 
lowing place: Fort Worth, Texas, First Bap- 
tistchurch. Time, Friday before the second 
Sunday in May, 1890. 

J. W. Carter, D. D., of North Carolina, was 
elected to preach the convention sermon; J. 
Lipscomb Jolinson, D. D., alternate. 

This report was supplemented with an invi- 
tation tothe American Baptist Educational 
society to meet with them. 

J. M. Carroll, chairman of the committee on 
vice-presidents’ reports, read his report, which 
was of considerable length. It made most sat- 
isfactory exhibits in all its several depart- 
ments, highly pleasing to the convention. The 
report Was unanimously adopted.

THEY CALL ON THE EMPEROR. 


A Deputation of the Westphalia Strikers at 
the raiace, 


Beri, May 14.—At Berchuin today the 
strikers whodrove off the miners who wished 
to return to work at Prince Regent colliery 
yesterday, were overawed bytroops. ‘The em- 
ployes have sent a ae pe meet to Berlin to in- 
terview the emperor Wednesday. Large quan- 
tities of English and Belgian coal are arriving 
at Essen. ‘The strikers’ interview with the 
emperor today lasted fifteen minutes. Minis- 
ter Herrfurth was present. The emperor 
gravely listened to the grievances of the strik- 
ers and occasionally asked questions. In reply 
to their complaints, he said he took a deep 
personal interest in the welfare of his sub- 
jects in Westphalia, as he did in the 
welfare of all his subjects. He had carefully 
followed the struggle, and he had ordered a 
thorough inquiry into the facts. He warned 
the delegation against the plottings of politi- 
cal, aud especially socialist agitators. He 
grieved that there had been rioting, and said 
that it was impossible to tolerate such con- 
duct. ‘Tell your fellow-workmen,”’ he added, 
“that the emperor himself, if necessary, will 
order the troops to batter and shoot the riot- 
ers; whilo, if they are auiet, the emperor will 
protect them.’”’ He hoped that the disputants 
would settle their differences without the 
government meddling.

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HE PLEADED GUILTY. 
Ben Elgy Acknowledges That He Murdered 
J. W. Meadows. : 
BrrMINGHAM, Ala., May 14.—[Special.]—In 
the criminal court today, Ben Elgy, colored, 
pleaded guilty to an indictment charging him 
with murder in the first degree for the killing 
of J. W. Meadows, a white man, last January. 
Elgy is probably the worst and most desperate 
negro criminal in the country. About three 
years ago, he murdered and robbed a white 
woman in Cobb county, Ga., and soon after- 
wards shot a policeman in Atlanta, who was 
trying to arrest him for burglary. In this city 
Elgy murdered Meadows last January for the 
purpose of robbery, and about two months ago 
he assaulted and robbed Mrs. J. U. Lundie, in 
her husband's store, in this city. He struck 
Mrs. Lundie in the head wijh a piece of iron 
and fractured her skull, but she recovered. 
Elgv has not been sentenced, but will, no 
doubt, hang. 
Demanding Speedy Justice, 
2anEiacH, N. C., May 14.—[Special.]—There 
are no new developments in the case of Boyle 
today. He spent the day quietly in his strong, 
still cell in jail. He had nocallers, save one 
of his attorneys. The jail was well guarded 
all last night.

There was a rumor thata meeting would be 
held in a retired place by the vigilants, but no 
meeting was held. Sheriit Rogers said today 
that he did not anticipate any attempt at 
lynching. He did not think the mob could 
possibly enter the jail, unless dynamite was 
used.

There is an earnest demand for speedy justice. 
Public opinion is very bitter against Boyle, 
and excitemént is as deep as ever.

THE EMINENT DIVINE SPENDS YES- 
TERDAY IN ATLANTA. 


HE iS TENDERED TWO RECEPTIONS, 


One by Mrs. Rhode Hill and the Other by 
Members of* the Catholic Union—A 
Notable Occasion. 


Cardinal Gibbons was the guest of Atlanta 
yesterday, 

Ilis eminence the cardinal! arrived in the city 
alittle after 7 o'clock yesterday morning an 
left at ten minutes after 8 last night. 

Cardinal Gibbons is traveling in the private 
car of President Mayer, of the Baltimore and 
Ohio road, and is accompanied by Bishop Kain, 
of Wheeling, W. Va.; Father McElligott, of 
the same city, and Fathers Whelar, Caughey, 
Boland and Kelly, of Cincinnati. The super- 
vision of the details of the cardinal’s tour 
through the south are under the management 
of Major John M. Keiiley, Jr., of New York. 

Upon the arrival of 
party at the depot they were met by the resi- 
dent priests, headed by Father Keiley and a 
number of prominent members of the Catholic 
church. From the depot the visitors were 
driven to the church, on Loyd street, where 
the cardinal celebrated mass. After this ser- 
vico Was over, the party of prelates went tothe 
residence of Father Keiley, just inthe rear 
of the church. After partaking of refresh- 
ments and resting for awhile the cardinal, in 
company with Father Keiley and some of the 
other priests, walked out Washington street 
and Capitol avenue, and on their return visited 
and went through the new capitol building. 
The remainder of the day, until about 4 
o'clock, Was spent by the cardinal and bis 
party with Father Keilley at his residence. 

MRS. HILL’S RECEPTION. 

The reception tendered the cardinal by Mrs, 
Rhode Hill was a most elegant affair. The 
decorations of the house were all beautiful 
and appropriate to the occasion.- In the 
dining room where the cardinal stood to be 
introduced to the guests, a cardinal’s hat made 
entirely of red geraneuins was suspended over 
the full Jengtht mirror, the fire place was 
filled with ferns and the mantel mirror 
retlected yases and bowls of pink and white 
roses;a richly carved etique opposite was 
ornamented with tilting baskets of roses and 
cut giass bowls of pansies and all the chande- 
liers were twined with trailing ferns. 

The refreshment room was decorated entire- 
ly with the cardinal’s colors. ‘he tabie cloth 
was of exquisite real lace on cardinal satin and 
the center piece was a beautiful cut glass bow! 
tilled with red amarglis and maiden hair 
fern. This bowl was placed on a round mir- 
ror wreathed with ferns aud water lilies. The 
cakes were marvels of artistic decoration, being 
adorned with*buncl e: of grapes and leavesand 
roses more exquisitely formed than = any 
ever carved by the hand of a sculptor 


from marble. fed roses and brass 
candelabras with red candlesticks 
were among the other decorations. The 


chandeliers above had their globes covered 
with red gauze and their center tied with red 
ribbons which reached to the table below and 
were confined by bunches of white spice pinks.
